Inforioatlon has beea received froa Athens that the two 
Albaalaas who entered Greece on the night of 24~25 October and 
represeiated themselves to be Bseabera of the Bed Team (reported in 
Daily Report for 3 November 1952) proved to be two teen who lived 
with eeabers of the Red Team in Frisres, Tugoslavia when the latter 
exf titrated from Albania, to Xngoslavia s^Mtiise ago. These B»n 
report that the original Bed Team is nov in prison in lugoelavla 
and that they olalmed to be oonneeted with the Red Teaa in order 
to seoore admission In Gre^e and to be put in touch with U. S. 
representatives. Since the two exflltreas may represent a Yugoslav 
penetration atteoqpt, they will thoroughly interrogated. (IS>10653) 

2. At^ns reports the receipt of a message froa the Fig Teaa 
operating in Southeastern Albania (reported in Daily Report for 
Wednesday, 22 October 1952). The aessage requests j bh a t aras and 
aaannitlon for 200 men idra are ready to talce to the aountains and 
says that if eqidpment caiu3ot be sv^plied, these aen should exflltzvite 
into Greece. Since the maintenance of an Illegal band of this else 
would not only represent a serious st^ly problem but also an undesir- 
able risk of touching off a large scale disturbance, the Fig Teaa has 
been instructed to discourage the proposed movement on the grounds that 
the aen involved will be a»re osefol if they
